Council debate dog walking restrictions 


MORE than 40 members of the public attended Crewkerne 
Town Council’s Amenities Committee meeting, held in the Vic¬ 
toria Hall on Monday, to listen to a debate on whether dog walk¬ 
ing restrictions should be enforced at the Henhayes Recreation 
Ground. 

All 11 town councillors attended the controversial meeting, 
together with the South Somerset District Council environmen¬ 
tal enforcement officer, Chris Rowland. 

Many members of the public attending had previously made 
their views known to the council, but some still chose to speak 
in the public forum. 

All the dog walkers present said they not only picked up after 
their own dogs but sometimes other people’s as well, and did 
not want to see any restrictions on their right to use the public 
field and let their dogs run freely to exercise. 

Resident Jeff Palmer suggested a return of dog licensing at 
£20 and chip tagging system which could self finance a warden 
presence and discourage irresponsible people from ownership 
in the first instance. 

One of the biggest concerns mentioned was that people were 
driving to the field after dark and just letting their dog out to

relieve itself and calling it back. 

Mr Rowland explained that he was not solely a dog warden; 
his duties also covering litter, fly tipping and any other envi¬ 
ronmental issues across the three market towns in South Som¬ 
erset. He added that he could issue a fixed penalty notice of £80 
on the strength of a signed witness statement from any member 
of the public but they had to witness the act of defeacation as 
well as the failure to pick up. 

If the offender failed to pay or repeated the offence, they could 
go before a magistrate and be fined up to £1,000. 

Rugby coach Simon Shackleford protested that even picking 
up after dogs was not sufficient, as traces of the faeces often re¬ 
mained. He said he had almost lost his leg due to an infection 
after he grazed himself on the grass. There was no dog’s mess 
visible on the grass at the time but was told there was some in 
the wound that had caused the infection. 

Another suggestion was that dogs should only be exercised 
on an extending lead, not only due to the health risk but also 


dogs running loose may be intimidating to some children. 

A suggestion that there were fields within five minutes of the 
town where people could walk dogs was shot down by those 
who argued they were not physically able to climb stiles or walk 
on uneven ground in the fields. 

A statement was given by retired vet Tim Udall, who said that 
he and his former partner had surveyed the mess on the filed 
some years ago and found the majority to be fox and badger. 

After some debate around the council table, it was concluded 
the best solution to trial was a voluntary dog watch group, a bit 
like a community speed watch group, who would be prepared 
to take turns making notes of any offences and to post very vis¬ 
ible notices to state that members of the public could report any¬ 
one and a fixed penalty would follow. 

Following the meeting on Tuesday, deputy town clerk Annette 
Roffey announced another meeting would be held on Wednes¬ 
day, November 27th at 6.30pm in the council chamber for any¬ 
one prepared to become a dog watch volunteer. 

She added that 11 people had already come forward to express 
an interest.

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Remembrance Day 


T OWNS and villages across South Som¬ 
erset honoured the war dead with Reme- 
brance Day and Armistice Day 
commemorations on Sunday and Monday. 

In Chard, the churchyard outside St Mary’s 
was packed on Sunday for the Act of Remem¬ 
brance.

It was also impor¬ 
tant to have both their names on the plaque. They were 
pleased to meet all the horses and were really interested 
in hearing all their stories. 

“Poor Martin was swamped with people wanting their 
picture taken with him but he was smiling the whole 
time, he was so great with everyone. 

“We were so lucky to find all the wonderful people that

came; the police with their dogs, the flyball team coming 
all the way from Bristol and Bob with his horse. I want 
to thank my fabulous volunteers who worked so hard, the 
hours they put in were absolutely unbelievable. 

“Considering the weather, we took just over £2,000 on 
the day. The bam cost £20,000 and we have raised about 
£11,000 of that so there is a little way to go. There were 
unexpected extras, like the concrete that we thought was 
good enough had to all be taken up and re-laid. 

“We have planning permission for a second barn but 
that will have to wait for a couple more years. We have 
nine horses at the moment and thanks to the bam can take 
another four but day-to-day expenses for their care has 
to be met. 

“The only thing that put a dampener on the day was at 
some point on Sunday someone stole a breaching bar 
from our trailer, its only a three feet piece of metal that 
cost about £38 but it’s the principle and it’s still some¬ 
thing I now have to replace. It makes me so angry, if 
someone needs one go and buy it, don’t steal from a char¬ 
ity.” 

The crowd that braved the morning downpour were re¬ 
warded with an interesting demonstration of dog training 
skills by the Avon and Somerset Police, including na¬ 
tional police dog trials champion, PC Nick Dalrymple, 
and accredited Home Office police dog training instruc¬ 
tor, Jim Jackson. The team showed how they train a dog 
to attack and yet stand off from a criminal. Due to DNA 
they now have to seek objects but not touch them, only 
indicating their presence. 

Natural horsemanship was demonstrated by Bob Grave 
on his beautiful Spanish horse. He showed how trust 
techniques that start on the ground are transferred to 
achieve a softer riding experience. 

There was also a dog show, barbecue and stalls and, 
after the opening, the visitors could meet the ex-race¬ 
horses.

L AST week’s typhoon disaster in the 
Philippines, in which an estimated 
10,000 people lost their lives in one 
community alone, shocked the world and im¬ 
mediately saw humanitarian aid organisations 
swing into action. 

Among those quick to respond was WorldWaterWorks, 
a Rotarian founded charity in the West Country which for 
the past nine years has come to the aid of tens of thou¬ 
sands of people affected by more than 25 disasters around 
the globe since the Asian tsunami in 2004. 

WorldWaterWorks is dedicated to helping people escape 
the stranglehold of disease and poverty caused by disas¬ 
ters which destroy their homes and possessions and leave 
them without safe water and sanitation. The situation in 
the Philippines ticks all those boxes. 

Founded by a group of Rotarians from Chelwood 
Bridge in North Somerset, and supported by Rotary In¬ 
ternational, their method of helping those whose lives 
have been destroyed by disasters is simple but highly ef¬ 
fective. 

The Rotarians have put together a survival box which 
provides a supply of clean water for a family for up to a 
year, plus other essential items to help them re-build their 
shattered lives. 

Devon, Dorset and Somerset Newspapers Limited, pub¬ 
lishers of the The Weekender and sister papers in Devon 
and Dorset, have adopted WorldWaterWorks as their cho¬ 
sen charity and has entered into a two-year agreement 
with the Rotary Club of Chelwood Bridge to promote the 
work of their charity in our 15 community newspapers as 
well as setting a target of raising £10,000 during that pe¬ 
riod. 

Many Rotary Clubs in our distribution area (East 
Devon, South Somerset and West Dorset) already support 
the Water Survival Box project and we will be encourag¬ 
ing our readers and other local organisations to do like¬ 
wise. Our staff, too, will be getting up to all sorts of crazy 
activities to get our campaign off the ground and we have 
already raised enough to buy two water survival boxes, 
which cost £150 each. 

One of our sales executives, Jess Symes, and a friend 
ran the Great West Run half-marathon in Exeter, raising 
£300 for our cause, and another member of our sales staff, 
Jenna Wellman, is planning a sponsored parachute drop 
from Dunkeswell airfield, near Honiton. 

Deputy editor James Coles and his brother Richard are 
also planning a sponsored walk across the western penin¬ 
sular, from the English Channel to the Bristol Channel, 
and in the spring all of our staff will be involved in a 
sponsored cycle relay around the 15 towns served by our 
newspapers - Weymouth, Portland, Dorchester, Bridport, 
Beaminster, Lyme Regis, Axminster, Colyton, Seaton, 
Sidmouth, Honiton, Ottery St Mary, Crewkerne, Chard 
and Ilminster.

Bank Of England Forward Guidance 
seeks to steady the housing market 


MARK Carney, Governer 
of the Bank of England, has 
cautiously laid the ground 
for interest rates to rise 
sooner rather then later. The 
forward guidance referred 
to a recovery that was "tak¬ 
ing hold" with the jobless 
total falling quicker than 
had been expected. The 
trigger for a fall in interest 
rates was a fall in the job¬ 
less count to 7% - it is cur¬ 
rently 7.6%. It was stressed 
that even if the jobless total 
hit 7% earlier than the orig¬ 
inal 2016 forecast that 
would not necessarily lead 
to an immediate rate rise. 
The bank will look at the 
economy as a whole before 
making that decision. 
Housing got a special men¬ 
tion. Or rather higher priced 
housing in some areas. In 
other words the bank is 
worried about house prices 
in London. These have 
been rising dramtaically 
higher then in any other 
part of the UK. Having 
highlighted the threat Mark 
Carney stated that "the Fi¬ 
nancial Policy Committee 
will be vigilant about po¬ 
tential risks [in the housing 
market] but we need to put 
the pick up in housing in

perspective". 

The bank has a tight rope to 
walk. A housing bubble 
could undermine the recov¬ 
ery if it causes a spike in in¬ 
flation. That fell this month 
from 2.7% down to 2.2% 
so that threat is not an im¬ 
mediate one. If interest 
rates are used to curb house 
prices that could threaten to 
stall the recovery. In other 
words the bank could be 
damned if it does, and 
damned if it doesn't. 

Mr Carney has tried to pro¬ 
vide part of the answer 
himself. He refers to the re¬ 
covery releasing "pent up 
demand". He also refers 
back to the level of tansac- 


tions taking place in the 
market both at its peak and 
its trough. The current level 
of turnover lies between the 
two - not high enough to 
evidence an overheating 
nor low enough to be a sign 
of malaise. This is certainly 
what we are seeing in the 
local market today. There 
are more buyers in the mar¬ 
ket currently and they very 
much want to buy. 

Buyers want quality houses 
that are sensibly priced. 
They will not buy houses 
that are poor in quality or 
value. This is the sign of a 
healthy property market, 
not an unhealthy one.

Holt stops Glovers progress 


O NCE again controversy over¬ 
shadowed Yeovil Town's bat¬ 
tling display against FA Cup 
holders Wigan Athletic at Huish Park 
on Saturday. 

After a bright high tempo first 35 
minutes where the Glovers pounded 
the Latics' defence, Wigan showed 
their Premiership qualities with a 
solid rearguard action that always 
saw them manage to avert any dan¬ 
ger. 

Whilst not a pretty team to watch 
they had players who could put a 
foot in when needed and somehow 
managed to always have a man to 
block or divert the telling shot or 
pass. 

Gary Johnson reinstated Paddy 
Madden, Sam Foley and Luke Ayling 
to the side and they looked a busier 
and quicker paced side than of late, 
with all three producing good per¬ 
formances. 

Joel Grant also showed what great 
control he has with some sparkling 
footwork and has excelled in his for¬ 
ward role of late. 

Defensively the Glovers seem 
strong with both Byron Webster and 
on-loan Shane Duffy solid in the cen¬ 


tre, and Jamie McAllister for me hav¬ 
ing one of his best games of late, 
showing all the experience that he 
possesses. 

Madden almost gave the Glovers a 
deserved lead on 14 minutes when a 
poor clearance from keeper Lee 
Nicholls found him stranded near the 
edge of the penalty area whereby the 
Irishman neatly lobbed him from 30 
yards only for Ryan Shotton to re¬ 
cover and head off the line. 

two off the line 

The game started to turn in Wigan's 
favour ten minutes before the break. 

A concerted period of pressure 
saw Ayling and Webster clear succes¬ 
sive shots off the line in a goalmouth 
incident three minutes before Marc 
Albrighton fired against the crossbar. 

Yeovil did not come out with the 
same fire at the start of the second- 
half which gave Wigan the chance to 
assert their authority, and while the 
Glovers still caused panic in the visi¬ 
tor's defence at times it was less 
often. 

Another incident where Ayling 
blocked a shot before Webster 
headed the goalbound rebound off 
the line followed but it looked as if 


Yeovil were going to hang on for a 
deserved point. 

However with 15 minutes left Latics 
manager Owen Coyle unleashed 
"The Tank"Grant Holt. 

I'm a huge admirer of this old fash¬ 
ioned English style centre forward 
who scored his first goals for Norwich 
City in his second game for the Ca¬ 
naries with a hat-trick against the 
Glovers at Huish Park in 2009. 

The 32-year-old who has scored 
nine of over 400 career goals against 
the Glovers, been plagued by a knee 
problem since joining in July for an 
estimated £2m, and although named 
as a sub, I was hoping would stay on 
the bench. 

His first touch came when he col¬ 
lected a throw-in on the right. 

It appeared as if when he turned he 
used his arms to channel the ball into 
his path before bursting between 
two defenders and driving a bullet 
like low to Marc-Antoine Fortune 
who converted his first goal for the 
club. 

Television replays suggest the 
crowd's first assessment was correct, 
but with his back to the assistant and 
the referee James Linington was 


probably unsighted, nothing was 
given. 

Give Wigan their due for a battling 
performance, but I once again have 
to take task with both their tactics 
and the referee's leniency. 

time wasting tactics 

An inordinate amount of time was 
wasted by Wigan all over the pitch. 

From free-kicks to feigning injury 
and at throw-ins where, if it wasn't 
Shotton taking 30 seconds cleaning 
the ball, they must have wasted at 
least 6-7 minutes in the game. And 
this is when they are drawing! 

Linington who generally got the 
fouls correct must take a lot of the 
blame; he did finally book Shotton 10 
minutes from the end following huge 
whistles from the crowd but should 
have added more time. 

Yeovil now go into a crucial period 
of the season when they meet three 
of the sides languishing with them at 
the foot of the table. 

Doncaster, Charlton and Barnsley 
are crucially just above, while Black¬ 
burn , AFC Bournemouth and Hud¬ 
dersfield are mid-table teams they 
need to be considered as possibly 
points potentials.
